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Yugoslavia  is  one  of  the  few  countries  forecasting-  a 
larger  crop  in  1924-  than  in  1923.    Prediction  forecasts  just 
received  by  the  United  States  Deoartiueni:  of  Agriculture  show- 
increases  in  wheat,  rye  and  barley  corrpared  with  last  year,  The 
oats  crop  is  below  that  of  1923.    Eheat  is  forecast  at  68,343,000 
bushels  compared  with  61,059,000  produced  last  year,  an  increase  of 
11.9  per  cent.    The  rype  crop  is  given  as  6,4-56,000  against  5>90b,000 
bushels  in  1923.     -The  forecast  for  the  barley  crop  is  IS,  29^ ,000 
bushels  compared  with  14-, 065,000  bushels  harvested  last  year.  The 
oats  production  is  19/428,000  bushels  against  21,  U7 f,000  bushels 
estimated  last  year. 

Forecasts  of  grain  crops  in  Switzerland  are  below  estimates 
for  last  year.    As  Switzerland  is  largely  dependent  upon  foreign 
countries  for  her  supply  of  bread,  this  will  probably  indicate  a 
somewhat  greater  import  requirement.     The  forecast  for  the  wheat  crop 
of  Switzerland  is  3,112,000  bushels  compared  with  3,593,000  bushels 
harvested  last  year.     Hie  rye  crop  is  given  as  1,4-33,000  bushels 
against  1,64-6,000  bushels  produced  in  1923-    3arley  production  is 
forecast  at  519, COO  bushels  compared  with  570,000  bushels  harvested 
in  1923.    The  forecast  for  the  oats  crop  is  2,694,000  bushels  against 
5.059,000  bushels  the  estimate  for  last  season. 

According  to  present  indications  there  will  be  no  important 
exports  of  wheat  from  Rumania  from  the  crop  of  the  present  year. 
The  crop  is  now  estimated  at  from  65  to  70  per  cent  of  last  year'-s 
crop  and  the  government  has  recently  doubled  the  export  duty  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  prohibition  of  exports.    Under  present  ownership 
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of  the  land  less  interest  is  taken  in  production  for  foreign  markets, 
and  there  has  probably  been  some  decrease  in  the  efficiency  of  farming 
operations.    Furthermore,  the  peasants  having  fall  control  of  their 
crop  have  learned  to  eat  wheat  bread.    With  a  population  thus 
accustomed  to  a  higher  standard  of  living  it  is  doubtful  if  Rumania 
will  ever  regain  its  old  position  as  a  wheat  exporting  country. 

private  advices  from  Canada  indicate  wheat  has  had  favorable 
growing  conditions  since  the  August  1  Dominion  report.     Should  frost 
be  delayed  two  weeks  longer  the  final  report  is  expected  to  show  a 
considerable  increase  over  the  232,000,000  bushel  forecast  released 
August  11. 

Wheat  production  forecasts  received  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  from  21  countries  give  an  aggregate  produc- 
tion of  2,171,000,000  bushels  compared  with  2,Ul|9s 000,000  bushels 
produced  by  the  same  countries  last  year  or  a  decrease  of  11.3  Per 
cent.    These  countries  produced  SO  per  cent  of  the  crop  of  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  in  1923  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.    Of  the 
21  countries  reported,  increases  are  shown  only  in  the  United  States, 
Bulgaria,  Yugoslavia,  Morocco  and  Choseiic 

CHINESE  WHEAT 

The  Chinese  wheat  crop  had  been  harvested  before  the  recent  floods  and 
consequently  was  not  damaged,  but  it  is  expected  that  the  flood  may  cause 
some  redaction  in  the  autumn  seedings  of  wheat  in  the  provinces  of  Chihli 
and  Shantung,  according  to  reports  from  Consul  General  Cunningham  at 
Shanghai,     The  wheat  crop  for  this  year  is  estimated  to  be  only  about 
60  per  cent  of  normal,  according  to  a  report  from  Commercial  Attache 
Evans  at  Peking,    The  flood  damage  to  corn,  keoliang,  beans  and  millet 
is  believed  to  be  great  and  that  the  loss  of  these  crops  will  increase 
the  demand  for  flour.    Flour  importers  at  Tientsin  are  reported  to  be 
optimistic  regarding  demand. 

CROPS  IN  RUSSIA 

Recent  reports  appearing  in  the  Russian  press  are  to  the  effect 
that  the  Russian  grain  crop  plus  carryover  this  year  is  expected  to  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  50,330,000  short  tons  -  grain  in  this  sense 
including  wheat,   rye,  oats,  corn,  millet  and  even  oil  cake.     'The  domestic 
requirements  are  placed  at  ^6,U95»OCO  tons  and  reserve  carryover, 
1,627,000  tons  leaving  an  exportable  surplus  of  2,703,000  tons.  The 
writer  intimated,  however,  that  the  crop  estimate  was  optomistic  and 
that  the  estimated  reserve  carryover  would  be  inadequate.     In  this  case 
it  is  doubtful  whether  the  exports  will  reach  even  the  estimate  of 
55,000,000  bushels  made  by  Droomhall  several  weeks  ago. 
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CROP  PROSPECTS 
COTTOIT. 

Cotton  acreage  in  Egypt  for  the  1924-25  crop  is  12.5  per 
cent  larger  than  last  year  but  slightly  helow  1922-23.    The  area  is 
estimated  at  1,856,000  acres  according  to  a  cablegram  received 
August  28  from  the  International  Institute  of  .Apiculture  at  Home. 
The  1923-24  acreage  was  1,649,000  acres  and  for  the  preceding  year 
was  1,968,000  acres.     The  acreage  this  year  is  above  the  pre-war 
average  but  below  the  area  for  at  least  two  post-war  years. 

General  reports  received  up  to  August  23  indicated  favorable 
weather  conditions  and  a  good  harvest.    Picking  is  now  in  progress 
and  the  most  critical  period  has  passed.     The  increase  in  area  has 
gone  into  the  Upper  varieties  and  it  is  "believed  that  the  production 
of  Sakels  will  be  less  than  last  year. 

The  first  official  acreage  report  for  India  showed  a  3  per 
cent  increase  in  area  planted  up  to  the  end  of  July.     This  report 
on  an  average  covers  from  55  to  60  per  cert  of  the  total  acreage 
for  all  of  India.    Latest  reports  of  the  monsoon  have  he^n  favorable 
and  apparently  planting  is  making  good  progress. 

Contemplated  Cotton  Acreage  South  America. 

Acreage  increases  ranging  from  10  per  cent  in  Peru  to  45  per 
cent  in  Argentina  are  forecast  by  Leon  M.  Sstabrook  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner at  Buenos  Aires.     Planting  is  now  in  progress  in  Brazil 
and  will  commence  next  month  in  Paraguay.     The  Argentine  crop  is 
planted  in  October.    Mr.  Estabrook  forecasts  a  pro'baole  area  of 
225,000  acres  in  Argentina,  120,000  acres  in  Paraguay,  and  increases 
of  10  per  cent  in  Peru  and  20  per  cent  in  Brazil.     Should  these  in- 
creases be  planted  Brazil  would  have  approximately  1,800,000  acres 
and  Peru  about  180,000  acres.    Weather  conditions  during  the  planting 
season  may  have  considerable  effect  on  the  acreage  planted  but  un- 
doubtedly the  high  price  level  for  cotton  is  stimulating  interest  in 
cotton  production. 

Cotton  in  China. 

The  cotton  crop  in  China  has  evidently  been  damaged  somewhat 
by  the  floods  particularly  in  the  provinces  of  Eupeh,  Honan,  Shan- 
tung and  Chili.  The  Commercial  Attache  at  Peking  estimates  that  the 
crop  will  be  only  SO  per  cent  of  norma,!.  A  preliminary  estimate  of 
the  cotton  available  for  export  from  the  port  of  Tientsin  is  placed 
at  23,000  bales  compared  with  average  exports  of  about  40,000  bales 
for  the  period  1918-22.  Tne  present  price  of  cotton  at  Tientsin  is 
equivalent  to  about  29  cents  per  pound. 
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AGRICULTURAL  CHANGES  IN  ENGLAND  AM?  WALES. 

The  agricultural  returns  for  England  and  Wales  for  -June  1924  indicate 
that  much  of  the  grass  lard  plowed  up  for  food  crops  during  the  war  has  "been 
allowed  to  revert  to  permanent  pasture. 

The  actual  increase  of  plow  land  from  June  1914  to  June  1918  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  Pood  Production  Policy  of  the  government  was  1,400,000  acres  or 
12.7  per  cent,  the  area  in  June  1914  being  10,993,254  acres.     On  June  4,  1924, 
the  area  under  plow  land  is  returned  as  only  10,928,000  acres.    Grass  land, 
although  not  up  to  the  pre-war  figure  of  16.116,000  acres  has  increased  to 
14,945,000  acres  compared  with  14,762,000  in  1923  and  14,437,000  in  1920. 

With  a  decline  in  the- acreage  of  plowed  land  and  an  increase  in  the 
area  of  grass  land  it  is  natural  that  there  should  he  an  increase  in  the  num- 
bers of  sheep,  cattle,  and  hogs.     The  significance  of  this  shift  lies  in  the 
relative  proportion  of  breeding  animals  which  indicates  continued  increases  in 
the  production  of  wool,  pork  and  dairy  products.     It  should  be  noticed  that 
most  of  the  increase  in  cattle  has  been  in  milk  cows.     In  fact  beef  cattle  over 
1  years  old  are  fewer  In  number  than  they  were  one  year  ago.     The  number  of 
horses  is  steadily  declining. 

CONSUMPTION  OE  FROZEN  MEAT  IN  FRANCE  INCREASING. 

Mr.  Villette,  who  is  considered  a  pioneer  in  the  field  of  importing 
frozen  meat  into  France  states  that  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  as  yet  in  what 
proportion  the  consumption  of  frozen  meat  has  increased  since  the  opening  of 
special  markets  for  its  sale  in  Paris.     However  he  assures  us  that  this  prod- 
uct has  never  before  met  with  such  favor  in  France  as  at  the  present  time,  due 
largely  to  the  difference  in  the  price  of  frozen  meat  which  is  from  30  to  40 
per  cent  less  than  that  for  fresh  meat. 

Information  has  just  been  received  from  Vice  Consul  Davis  B.  Levis, 
Havre,  France,   to  the  effect  that  the  "Comptiors  Frigorigiques  Henri  Lebosse11 
of  Havre  sold  3,167,685  pounds  of  frozen  meat  in  1923  or  50  per  cent  more  than 
the  3,141,527  pounds  sold  in  1922.     The  Mayor  of  Havre  has  recently  issued  a 
decree  which  permits  all  markets  and  retail  meat  dealers  to  sell  refrigerated 
meats.     Previously  refrigerated  meat  products  were  retailed  in  specially  desig- 
nated shops  where  no  other  meats  could  be  sold. 

INDEX  NUMBER  OF  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS. 

Index  numbers  of  the  Volume  of  agricultural  exports  are  published  for 
the  first  time  in  this  issue.     The  exports  of  separate  commodities  both  in  quan- 
tity and  value  have  been  published  regularly  from  month  to  month,  but  hereto- 
fore there  has  been  no  way  to  measure  the  changes  in  total  volume  or  quantity 
of  the  exports  of  farm  products.     In  the  computation  of  this  index  number  44 
of  the  most  important  agricultural  exports  were  selected  comprising  more  than 
75  per  cent  of  the  total.     The  base  chosen  is  the  average  for  the  years  ending 
June  30,  1910-14.     One  series  of  index  numbers  shows  the  changes  in  aggregate 
volume  of  all  44  commodities.    A  second  series  indicates  the  volume  of  exports 
of  43  commodities  excluding  cotton.     Group  indices  show  separately  the  exports 
of  grains  and  grain  products,  cattle  and  meat  products,  cotton  including  cotton- 
seed cake  and  oil,  dairy  products  and  eggs,  and  fruits  and  vegetables.     For  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1924,  the  annual  index  number  of  all  commodities  is  104  and 
that  of  all  commodities  excluding  cotton  is  153.     The  monthly  index  number  for 
July  1924  is  lower  than  in  any  month  since  August  1914.     5or  all  commodities  the 
July  figure  is  67  and  for  all  commodities  excluding  cotton,  104. 
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U.S.  TRADE  IN  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  AND  EGC-S  DURING  JULY,  1923  AND  1924. 

Exports  of  condensed  milk  amounted  to  '4, 813.. 000  pounds,   an  in- 
crease of  1+36,000  pounds,  or  10  per  cent,  over  July  of  last  year. 
During  the  same  month,  foreign  countries  took  8,  7S2sOOO  pounds  of 
evaporated  milk,  an  increase  of  2,596,000  pounds,  or  42  per  cent. 
Shipments  of  nearly  3,000,000  pounds  to  Germany  accounted  for  most 
of  this  increase. 

During  July  1924,  imports  of  Doth  butter  and  cheese  exceeded 
our  exports  but  were  under  the  imports  for  July  1923  ^  Approximately 
429,000  pounds  or  less  than  half  as  much  better  was  received  f  rem 
Denmark  as  during  the  same  month  a    year  ago.;    There  was  a  decline  in 
imports  of  cheese  from  Italy,  Argentina,  end  Canada,  but  an  increase 
in  purchases  from  Switzerland. 

The  month  of  July  showed  an  increase  in  imports  of  dried  and 
frozen  eggs  and  egg  albumen,  nearly  all  of  which  came  from  China. 

Cotton. 

The  United  States  exported  212,000  bales  of  cotton  during 
July  1924,  an  increase  of  37»GOO  bales  over  the  same  month  last  year, 
or  21  per  cent.    The  United  Kingdom  took  more  cotton,  but  Germany  and 
France  took  less.    A  significant  feature  vTa3  the  shipment  of  62,000 
bales  to  Russia,  while  no  exports  are  reported  to  China  or  Japan. 

Agricultural  Products  -  U.  S.  Exports  daring  July,  1924. 

Exports  of  principal  agricultural  products  during  July  1924 
were  valued  at  $83,000,000,  which  was  $28,000,000,  or  25  per  cent, 
less  than  for  July  a  year  ago.    All  grains, ,with  the  exception  of 
barley,  were  definitely  behind  the  exports  for  July  last  year;  but, 
due  to  an  increase  in  the  exports  of  lard,  the  value  of  meats  and  meat 
products  slightly  exceeded  those  of  July  1923 «    Reversing  the  trend 
of  last  year,  exports  of  tobacco,  fresh  and  dried  apples,   and  dried 
apricots  showed  a  decline  for  the  month  as  compared  with  July  the 
preceding  year.    The  improvement  in  exports  of  cotton,   condensed  and 
evaporated  milk,  sugar,  glucose,  corn  starch,   raisins,  and  prunes 
was  more  than  offset  by  the  falling  off  in  other  commodities.

INDEX  NUMBERS  OF  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS 

There  is  an  obvious  need  for  some  measure  of  the  volume  of  agri- 
cultural exports.     The  actual  value  of  the  principal  agricultural  exports 
has  been  shown  from  month  to  month  in  Department  publications ,  but  these 
figures  are  of  little  significance  in  long-time  comparisons  without  ref- 
erence to  the  relative  price?  per  unit  of  the  various  products.    A  state- 
ment of  total  tonnage,  even  if  obtainable,  would  be  of  no  significance. 
An  index  number  of  volume  is  therefore  the  only  way  in  which  the  real 
trend  of  agricultural  exports  can  be  measured. 

In  preparing  such  an  index  number  it  was  not  considered  necessary 
to  take  all  agricultural  exports  into  consideration.    Many  items  frequently 
mentioned  in  connection  with  the  export  trade  are  not  of  sufficient  rela- 
tive importance  to  affect  appreciably  the  final  computation.     Others  of 
somewhat  greater  importance,  such  as  lard  compounds,  stearins  and  other 
animal  greases,  oils  and  fats,  malt,  starch  and  canned  fruits,  were  omitted 
because  changes  in  classification  of  exports  made  it  difficult  or  impossible 
to  obtain  comparable  figures  over  a.  series  of  years.     The  list  finally 
selected  numbers  forty-four  commodities,  comprising  usually  about  seventy- 
five  per  cent  of  the  value  of  agricultural  exports  from  the  United  States. 
These  items  were  weighted  in  the  case  of  the  annual  index  number  by  the 
average  export  price  for  the  five  years  beginning  July  1,  1909  and  ending 
June  30,  1914,  which  period  was  also  taken  as  the  "base  period  for  the  index 
number.     The  monthly  index  number  was  we5.ghted  by  the  average  export  price 
for  the  corresponding  months  in  the  same  fire-year  period  with  a  base  equal 
to  the  base  of  the  annual  index  divided  by  twelve. 

These  commodities  were  arranged  in  six  main  groups  for  which  sep- 
arate group  index  numbers  ■  were  computed.     The  commodities  selected  with 
the  average  annual  exports  in  the  "base  period  and  the  average  annual  export 
price  used  as  a  weight  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

MANITOBA  BUTTER  IN  LONDON. 

An  initial  shipment  of  98,600  pounds  of  unsalted  creamery  butter 
was  recently  made  from  Manitoba  to  London.    A  report  from  Soger  N.  Davis, 
American  Consul  at  Winnipeg,  says  that  this  first  shipment  of  Manitoba 
butter  is  the  beginning  of  a  serious  attempt  at  competition  on  British- 
markets  with  similar  products  from  the  United  States,  New  Zealand,  and 
Denmark.    Heretofore  small  lots  of  fresh  Manitoba  butter  have  found  their 
way  to  London  via  certain  Montreal  jobbers,  but  there  now  exists  the  hope 
of  building  up  a  direct  trade  in  that  commodity. 

The  ever-present  hazards  of  devoting  the  farm  to  one  product  as 
Manitoba  has  concentrated  on  wheat  has  made  the  growing  interest  in  dairy- 
ing very  popular  with  Dominion  agricultural  officers.    They  see  in  the  new 
trade  an  opportunity  to  foster- the  plan  of  diversified  farming,  with  live- 
stock enjoying  a  longer  prominence  than  has  heretofore  been  permitted  in 
the  prairie  provinces.     To  offset  the  long  rail  haul,  however,  costs  must 
be  cut  to  a  minimum  if  the  Manitoba  product  is  going  to  compete  success- 
fully with  producing  countries  enjoying  more  water  transportation.

Prom  the  tahle  ahove  it  is  apparent  that  en  index  number  constructed 
from  the  forty-four  commodities  lis  led,  will  he  influenced  very  strongly 
by  the  great  volume  of  exports  of  cotton  fiber.     In  a  sense  this  is  un- 
fortunate, for  cotton  exports  have  declined  not  so  much  because  of  world 
market  conditions  as  because  of  the  depredations  of  the  boll  weevil.  In 
order  to  bring  out  more  clearly  the  influence  of  world  conditions  on  the 
agricultural  exports  of  the  United  States,  another  index  number  has  been 
constructed  according  to  formulas  (a)  and  (b)  in  which  cotton  fiber  is 
omitted  and  only  forty-three  commodities  are  considered. 

The  Annual  Index  ITumbers 

Annual  index  numbers  of  agricultural  exports  have  been  computed  as 
described  above  for  the  fifteen  years  ending  Oune  3C,  -1910-24  for  all  forty- 
four  commodities,  for  the  forty- three  commodities t  excluding  cotton  fiber, 
and  also  for  four  significant  groups  of  commodities  as  follows:

(a)  Grains  and  products,  3  items ;:  (b;  cattle  and  meat  projects,  lU  items; 
(c)  dairy  products  and  eggs,  k  items;  (d)  fruits-  and  vegetables,  g  'tens, 
previous  to  1°,C9  it  was  found  impossible  to  obtain  poirrp  arable-  export  i  ig- 
ures  for  some  of  the  items  in  the  annual  index;  so  in  order  to  carry  the 
indices  back  to  the  close  of  the  Civil  7ar  it  was  necessary  to  reduce  the 
number  of  items  to  29,  including,  .of  coarse,  all  of '  the  more  important 
commodities.     Thus  the  index  series  in  Table  2  is  broken  at  the  base 
period  with  a  five  ye'ar  over-lap  in  which  in  each  column  the  index  numbers 
based  on  the  smaller  number  of  commodities  is  shorn  at  the  left  with  that 
based  on  the  larger  number  of  commodj  ties  at  the  right.     In  Table  2  the 
smaller  series  for  the  earlier  years  includes  for  cattle  and  meat  products 
9  items  instead  of  Ik  and  i or  dairy  products  and  eggs,  3  items,  instead  of 
four.    The  group  indices  for  fruits  and  vegetables  were  not  computed  for 
earlier  years  as  the  number  of  items  remaining  would  be  reduced  to  only 
three.    The  grains  and  products  group  is  a  continuous  series  with  2  items 
throughout . 

The  index  numbers  show  the  development  of  agricultural  exports 
through  the  period  of  revival  after  the  Civil  Wai  to  the  peak  of  13:6  in 
1297-92.  following  which  the  trend  was  generally  downv/ard  until  the  out- 
break of  the  World  Y/ar.     The  post-war  peak  of  l\S  came  in  1913-19  and  . 
•was  followed  by  a  decline  to  10k  in  1923-2^.    A  cot  arisen  between  the 
first  and  second  columns  in  Table  2  will  show  the  peculiar  influence  which 
cotton  has  .on  the  index  number- of  all  commodities.     It  so  happened  that 
in  the  period  chosen  as' the  base,  cotton  exports  were  at  their  peak.  The 
effect  of  this  fact  was  to  depress  fhe  general  index  in. every  year  both- 
before  and  after  the  base  period.    For  moot  purposes,  therefore,  the  index 
number  of  all  commodities,  excluding -cotton,  is  more  useful  as  indicating 
the  trend  of  general  agricultural  exports.    The  pre-war  peak  of  this 
index  series  is  also  in  1397-92  with  a  post-war  peal:  also  in  I9I8-I9. 

The  group  indices  show  significant  trends  and  changes  which  are  re- 
flected in  the  series  of  "all  commodities,  excluding  cotton. M    The  peal: 
of  the  pre-war  grain  exports  was  in  1897-92  with  a  very  heavy  movement 
throughout  the  five  year  period  from  July  I896  to  June  1901.    The  general 
trend  was  then  downward  until  the  '.Tor Id  War-    The  post-war  peak  came  in 
1920-21  when  the  group  index  number  reached  3^9  after  whicl   time  it  de- 
clined again  to  1^-3  in  the  year  just  closed.    Cattle  and  meat  products, 
of  which  bacon,  hams  and  lard  have  usually  been  the  largest  items,  with 
live  cattle  and  beef  important  until  about  ijC'7-03.    The  general  trend  of- 
exports  in  this  group  is  remarkably  close  to  that  of  the  grain  group  with: 
the  peak  in  1397-92 ,     The  post-war  peak:  of  287  came  .in  1918-1°. .  af  ter  which 
there  was  a  three  year  decline  to  1^3  in  1S21-:2E  followed  by  an  increase  in 
exports  to  179  in  1923-2U.    In  dairy  products  -the  pre-war  peal:  came  in 
1872-79  when  exports  of  cheese  alone  amounted  to  lk2\ 300,000  pounis.  Follow- 
ing the  war  a  rapid  increase  in  Fne  experts  of  condensed  and  evaporated  milk 
carried  the  group  index  number  for  dairy  products  up  to  12&7  in  1918-19*

The  monthly  index  numbers  shorrn  in  Table  3  indicate  roughly  the  monthly 
export  movement  of  agricultural  commodities.     In  this  table  only  the  trends  are 
really  significant  as  the  exports  reported  in  any  one  month  do  not  always  coincide 
exactly  with  the  calendar  month*    The  depressing  effect  of  cotton  on  the  index 
number  of  all  commodities  is  apparent  from  a  conipari  son  of  columns  1,   2  and  6 
or  80    The  group  index  of  cotton,  cottonseed  cake  and  meal  and  cottonseed  oil 
is-  introduced  in  this  table.     The  quantity  relatives  are  added  to  show  the 
trends  of  exports  of  the  more  important  agricultural  commodities  separate  from 
the  general  index  numbers.     It  is  usually  possible  to  trace  e.ny  change  in  the 
index  number  of  all  commodities  to  changes  in  some  one  of  these  quantity  relatives. 
Eor  example,  the  peak  of  196  in  August  1923  may  easily  be  traced  to  the  peak 
of  752  in  the  series  of  wheat  relatives.,     The  high  mark  of  1-iO  in  December  of 
last  year  is  the  result  of  an  increase  in  cotton  exports. 

In  the  month  of  July  1°24  the  volume  of  agricultural  exports  was  lov/er 
than  in  any  month  of  the  period  covered  by  this  table,  and  even  lower  than  in 
any  month  since  the  tragic  month  of  Aagust  1914.  It  is  evident  tnat  declines 
in  the  exports  of  cotton,  wheat,  and  tobacco  account  for  this  decrease.  Lard, 
bacon  and  hams  showed  some  increase  over  the  exports  of  May  and  Jane,  bat  not 
sufficient  to  overcome  the  effect  of  the  decline  in  other,  exports,
